Or Ulcer; No Audiences

VATICAN CITY 'A P) - Pope

from a new and severe setback in

They are so 
full of the glories of tomorrow 
that sometim es they confuse them 
with the facta of today. 
There’s st steelworks at Wuhan, 
the university town on the Yang­ 
tze. Begun in 1957, it now em­ 
ploys 40.000 
It reminded me of 
the old fashioned plant where I 
worked, as a trainee graduate 
metallurgist 
in 
England, 
in 
1937-39. 
There is nothing discreditable to 
the Chinese in this. The Wuhan 
Iron and Steel Company may he 
25 years behind the tim es but not 
so long ago industrial China was 
2,000 years behind.
